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Changes in the Tables 


China (Taiwan). Starting with the present issue the consumer price 
index relating to workers’ families published hitherto in the Supplement 
has been replaced by a series relating to middle-class public servants’ 
families (original base January-June 1950=100). This new index is based 
on a pre-war family expenditure survey. Prices of articles of ordinary 
consumption are collected eight times per month in the principal markets 
of Taipei. The index is calculated as a weighted arithmetic average with 
fixed base. The number of items in each group is as follows: food: 9; 
clothing : 8; rent: 1; fuel and light: 2; miscellaneous: 9 (total 29). 
The index is published in the Supplement on the base 1953=100. 


Belgium. A revised consumer price index (base 1953=100) has been 
introduced in this issue. 

The method of calculation of the revised index remains unchanged 
as compared with the previous index. The items are still priced in 62 local- 
ities, but the weights used for the compilation of the national index are 
now based on the results of the December 1947 population census. Certain 
modifications have been introduced in both the number and the specifications 
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of the items priced. The number of items now retained in the compilation 
of the index is as follows: food: 35; clothing: 12; heat and light: 4; 
services : 5; miscellaneous: 9 (total 65). 

In the Supplement the revised index has been linked with the former 
one at July 1955 and is published on base 1948= 100.

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Monthly Salaries of Employees in Seleeted Occupations, 
October 1954 


The following table presents the monthly salaries of employees in seven 
selected occupations in October 1954, as reported by the statistical services 
of the different countries in response to the annual I.L.O. questionnaire 
on wages, salaries, normal hours of work and retail prices in October of 
each year. 

The occupations were chosen to represent a wide range of skills for both 
male and female salaried employees and to cover industrial, commercial 
and financial activities. They were defined as follows, for purposes of the 


inquiry : 


1. Laboratory assistant, manufacture of chemicals. Person with secondary 
education or equivalent experience. Performs routine chemical operations 
at laboratory scale (not production scale) under supervision of qualified 
chemist. Cleans and cares for laboratory equipment. 


2. Trained nurse, plant infirmary, iron and steel industry. Person 
qualified by diploma from a recognised school of nursing to administer 
first aid in cases of industrial injury, give injections, etc. 


3. Salesman, retail grocery. Person who retails groceries directly to 
consumers. 


4. Stock clerk, wholesale grocery. Checks inventory in warehouse ; 
maintains stock records. 


5. Stenographer-typist, wholesale grocery. Takes dictation in shorthand 
and types correspondence from shorthand notes. 


6. Bank teller. Performs receiving and paying transactions with bank 
clients. 


7. Accounting machine operator, banks. Computes totals from records 
of transactions on multi-column accounting machine. 


Since salaried occupations in many countries are characterised by 
differentials based on seniority, the length of service associated with the 
salary shown has been indicated in footnotes whenever possible. Salaries 
shown are considered to be averages for the occupation in question unless 
otherwise indicated. Footnote references also indicate the special cases 
where payments in kind are received in addition to the salary shown, or 
where more than 12 monthly salaries are customarily paid in the year.
